An interesting cere-
mmony was the decorating of the old
battleship Maine with elaboraie
wreaths of garlamdds and hoisting at
half-mast on the protruding military
top of a new American flag. This idea
originated among the crew of the new
E:;t:ship Maine, which now Is in the

President Gomez was escorted from
his howme to the palace by detachments
of troops and the rural guard. He rode
in the same carrlage with Gov. Ma-
goon, who called for him with a native
military guard of honor. The ceremo-
nies of inanguration at the palace were
brief. Precisely at noon President
Gomez stepped out upon the balecony
overlooking the Plaza de Armas and
took the oath faithfully to enforce the
laws of the republic and defend the
constitution. The oath was adminis-
tered by the Chief Justice of the Su-
preme Court.  Afterward President
Gomez made a short address.

Joge¢ Miguel Gomez assumes power
as leader of the Liberal Coalition par-
ty and as choice of the people at the
elections last fall. The Cubans always
held it against former President Palma
that he was the choice of the Ameri-
can government. No such complaints
ean be made in the case of Gomez, for
the Americans studiously avoided any-
thing resembling advice or suggestion
as to the candidates or the platform.

THIEF HIDES 19 DAYS IN TUNNEL

Trapped in Burrow Under Store, He
Walts Long to Sarrender.
After nineteen days’ imprisonment in a
eramped, undorground passageway  be-
neath a cigar store in San Francisco,
which he is charged with having twice
robbed, Edward P. Rand, a civil engineer
whe claims to be a graduate of the Ken-
tucky State University, was arrested
while endeavoring to escape from the bur-
row. Rand erawled into the tuunel near-
ly three weeks ago and before he could
get out again the police discovered signs
indicating that the man who had twice
robbed Guntz' cigar store had made his
entry through the cellar.
posted a watch and Rand’s retreat was
cut off, though his presehee or the ex-
istence of the tunpel was unknown, Rand
burrowed until he made his way into a
saloon which adjoined the cigar store,
There he obtained blankets, food, magza-
gines and an electric light which he con-
nected up to illgyminate his underground
prison. For nillfelm-n nights the police-
man on the beat sat in the dark in the
cellar where Rand’s hat had been found.
Unable to escape by daylight because of
his suspicions appearance and afraid te
attempt it at night becanse of the pres-
ence of the officer, Rand finally crawled
out of his lele and surrendered. He
claims that he did pot rob the safe of
the cizar store as is charged, but that
this was done by a companion who dis-
covered the combination of the strong
box by watching throngh a hole in the
floor as it was opened each meorning.

$600,000 BLAZE IN ST. PAUL.

Entire Downtown Section Threatl-
ened, but Snow Stops Spread,
Fire starting on the second floor of the
White House Department Store, between
Cedar and Minnesota streete, on Neventh
street, St. Paul, at 7:20 o'clock Friday
evening, for a time threatened to devas-
tote a large part of the business district
of the city. As it was a half-dozen build-
ings were almost destroyed with an aggre-
gite loss of about $GO0LG00, There was no
loss of life and no serious injuries are
reported. The cause of the fire is not
known. Favored by a hkigh, northwest
wind, burning cinders were thrown flying
over the business strecls of the eity, and
the occupants of many buildings began to
remove their property. But the rain and
snow prevented the live sparks from tak-
ing effect upon other than the immediate
sirrounding buildings. The severest loss

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BLIZZARD STRIKES COUNTRY.

Large Area Is Smitten by Severe
torm—Cold and Death Attend.

The many years
has been raging over the richest and
the most thickly populated section of
the United States, IPractically all that
vast expanse of territory Ilyving east of
the Rocky Mountain States, and extend-
ing ag far sonth as the mountains of
Tennessee, was in the grasp of the
storime King.

Rain, sleet and snow, accompanied
by driving winds, marked the progress
of the storm. The atmospherie dis-
turbance, both by reason of the severi-
ty of the widespread storm and by rea-
som of the hundreds of thousands of
square miles of territory affected, was
almost unprecedented. Death, hard-
ship, suffering, and a property loss of
willions upon millions of dollars foi-
lowed in the wake of the great bliz-
zard of 1909,

Rarely, if ever, in the history of
the United States Wrether Bureau bhad
such a great stretch of territory been
covered at once by one storm. Reports
show that in every town, every hamlet,
over every foot of land from the Mis-
souri river east as far as Albany and
Oswego, N. Y., as far north as Mar-
quette, Mich.,, and as far south as the
Appalachian Mountains in Tennessee,
the blizzard spent its fury.

Scores of trains were stalled in the
Western States; telegraph and telos
phone lines—hundreds of miles of them
—were down; communication was in-
terrupted ; city and interurban electrie
railway lines in many cities were tem-
porarily put out of commission; ship-
ping was damaged; buildings were
wreckhed ; live stock was suffering and
freezing to death: humanity likewise
was feeling the effects of the blizzard.
Following closely on the heels of the
blizzard came a edld wave.

Al
the crowned heads of the German
states. exeepting the aged Luitpold, re-
gent of Bavaria, went to Berlin to pre-
sent their congratulatfons.

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WORK OF

CONGRESS
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A short legislative session of the Sen-
ate devoted to routine morning husiness
was brought to an abrupt close Wednes-
day by a motion to go into executive
session to consider the Canadian water
ways treaty.  Senators desiring to eos-
sider various pending measures resist-
e the wish of the majority to dispose
of this treaty and a yea and say vote
was required to close the doors for ex-
ecutive business.  The treaty was not
disposed of. Proceadings in the House
bezan with the adopiion of the special
comittee report recommending the ex-
punging from: the record of the recent
gpeech of Mr. Willett of New York, de-
nunciatory of DPresident Roosevolt.
Then duaring further consideration of
the postoftice appropriation bill  the
charzes made hy Mr. Rainey affeciing
Panama Canal affairs  oropped it
again with the resalt that Mr. Weeks
of Massachusetts entered a defense of
Senator Locke. while Mr. Rainey reit-
erated  hig statements rezarding the
purchase of fwo ships at the instance
of the Massachuseits Senator. The
postofiice appropriation bill was amend-
ed in several particulars, the most im-
portant being the transferring of 500
assistant superintendents, clerks, ete.,
of stations from the 21,000 to the $1.-
100 class, while the provision for the
payment of necessary expenses of divis-

fon  saperintendents, railway mail
clerke and others while away from
headqguarters was  siricken ount. As

amended the bill was passed. carryving
an appropriation ef over $£234,000,000.

The omnibus bill was before the
Senate during almost all of the sos-
slon Thursday. Varlous amendments
were offered and acted upon.  Almost
the entire session of the House of Rep-
resentatives was taken up with a dis
enssion of the conference report on the
bill providing for the taking of the
next census

The omnibus ciaims Bill, carrying an
approepriation of $3,000,000, which has
bect  favorably acted upon by the
House, was passed by the Senate Fri-
day. with an mm»‘:nlment repealing the
law allowing the references of Seuth-
ern war claims to the Court of Claims
by the Senate or House. A substitute
for all pending measures relating to
the re-enlistiment of the soldiers of the
Twenty-fifth Regimeat who were dis-
charged without honor following the
Browusville (Tex.) “shooting up” was
introduced by Senator Aldrich and ac-
cepted by Se#nator Foraker and other
Republican Senators who had proposed
iegislution for the same purpese. It
provides for a court of inquiry to pass
upeon  the qualitications of the dis-
charged men for re-enlistment. Vig-
orous denials both by C. . Taft and
William Nelson Cromwell of the
charges made in the recent speech of
Mr. Rainey”of Illinois on Pauama canui
affairs were read in the House. The
army appropriation bill again was laid
before the Ilouse, but was not consid-
ercd, the time being taken up in gen-
eral debate. Mr, Jenking (Wis.) held
to be unconstitutional the acts of the

tast session of Congress in relation (o
the issuance of restraining.orders and
injunctions and contempt of court; Mr.
Perkins (N. Y.) favored a lowering of
the faviff ; Mr. Gaines (Tenn.) attacked
the =o-ealled  powder trust, and Mr.
Reeder (Kan,) spoke in defense of the
forest service,

The Senate was not in session Sat-
urday. By voting an appropriation of
$500.000 the House made liberal pro-
vision for further experiments by the
army with balloons and airships for
use in warfare. The subject gave rise
to a spirited debate, which continped
most of the session, The opponents of
the proposition sought to encompass
fts defeat by raising all sorts of pre-
liminary points, but the clair in elab-
orate opining evorruled these and
thus paved the way for the incorpera-
tion of the provision in the army ap-

propriation bill. At 4:40 p. m. the
House adjourned until Sunday, when it
met in special session (o hear enlogies
on the life and character of Represen-
tative Powers of Maine, who died dnr-
ing the recess,

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INDIANA LAWMAKERS,
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Limit on Tax Lien.

A limit on the lien of all taxes on
real estate to ten years is provided in a
L1l by Senator Kistler, The bill pro-
vides tlgnt the lien for all taxes for
Siale, county, township and other pur-
poses and for taxes for city, town awd
nunicipal purposes, shall attach on all
real estate on the first day of March
annually: and such lien on real estate
for all taxes due from the owner there-
of which have heretofore heen placed
the tax duplicate or which bave
heretofore acerued, or whigh shali ae-
crue or attach on or before the first
day of March, 1909, with the interest
snd penalties in each case, shall con-
finue ten years from and after the first
Monday in May, 1910, and no louger.
According to the provisions of the bLill
the lien on real estate far all such tax-
o8 as shall attach or acerue or become
due from the owner t‘hermr from and
after the first day of Marel , 1900, with
the interest and penalties 1 each easg,
shall continue ten years from and aftee
the first Monday in May in each year
in which taxes become doe. In ease of

To Amend Criminal Code.

Two bills fathered by the Indiapay-
olis police department were submitted
to the Senate by Senator Clark. They
amend the eriminal code and aect cou-
cerning publie offenses. Ope bill pro-
vides for the return of eriminals to
counties in which erime is committed,
npon the order of the court. The bill
further provides that the court shall
#lso name an agent to return the swid

| ertmninal, whose expenses shall be paid

W the county on filing receipts and
making affidavit as to the oorrectness
of the same. The second bill provides
that the expenses of witnesses in erim-
inal cases brought from other States
be paid by the county in which the
eriminal trial is held. No previzion of
this character is made under the pres-
ent statute. The bill provides that wit-
nesses be allowed S5 cents a mile o
and from their homes, and shall recéive
$L.50 a day for services rendered to
the Stale.
